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REPORT. 



TTNDER the provisions of the law of 1861 the state auditor acted 
^ as librarian of the state library, which then comprised only a few 
hundred law and miscellaneous books, many of them in broken set& 
and of little practical value either to the state or the public. In 1868 
the legislature made two divisions of the library, the miscellaneous 
books being retained in the auditor's office, with the auditor as ex 
officio librarian, and the law books deposited in the office of the clerk 
of the supreme court, the clerk being required to perform the duties 
of librarian for that division. The state library was made a separate 
and distinct department in 1870, and the first state librarian was ap- 
pointed March 24, 1870. Since that date the following persons have 
filled the position of librarian for the periods indicated : 

D. Dickinson, 1870-1879. J. L. King, 1894-1898. 

S. A. Kingman, 1879-1881. Annie L. Diggs. 1898-1902.

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In addition to the books in the state library proper there are 8960 
volumes in the traveling library, which was made a department of the 
state library by the legislature of 1899, thus increasing the grand 
total of books to 62,751, divided into the following classes : Law, 36,- 
300; miscellaneous, 14,591; medical, 2900; traveling libraries, 8960. 
The total of 62,751 includes pamphlets to the number of 5594. The 
library is at this time in excellent condition, occupying its new and 
commodious rooms in the north wing of the capitol, with every needed 
accommodation for the housing and arranging of books, and every 
facility for the service of its patrons. During the year 1902 a new 
card catalogue of the library was completed by the librarian, Mrs. 
Annie L. Diggs, and her assistants, and a printed catalogue of the 
books in the law department was also prepared, for the convenience 
and benefit of the attorneys and those making constant use of the 
library. The latter catalogue makes a bound volume of 402 pages, 
and is supplemented by the regular card catalogue, showing the sub- 
sequent additions. These two catalogues constitute a complete key 
to the library, by which the visitor may become possessor of its varied 
treasures. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Although the appropriations made to the state library have not 
been liberal, they have been sufficient to maintain a steady growth. 
Since the year 1892, the annual appropriations have remained at the 
fixed figures of $1000 for law books and $400 for miscellaneous books 
and periodicals. The system of exchange in effect between the sev- 
eral states has enabled the library to keep up its sets of state reports, 
leaving the book fund of $1000 to be expended in the purchase of 
United States reports, miscellaneous reports, text-books, and legal pe- 
riodicals. This sum has thus far been ample for the purpose. The 
library contains the federal and state reports in complete form, and a 
^ood working collection of the English and Canadian reports. The 
reports of New Zealand and Hawaii have recently been added. The 
library also contains a very complete collection of text-books, digests, 
encyclopedias, and standard legal publications. 

The $400 appropriated for the miscellaneous department of the 
library is barely sufficient to continue the sets of the standard peri- 
odicals, of which the library has complete files. Next to the law de- 
partment, the magazine section is the most complete in the library, 
and is of the greatest value to its daily patrons. It is in this field 
that the student, the teacher and the lawmaker find information and 
suggestion upon almost every topic of current interest. The maga- 
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zine and periodical files of the Kansas state library include the fol- 
lowing publications in nearly complete form :

MEDICAL LIBRARY. 

A valuable department of the state library is the collection of 
books known as the Stormont medical library, now numbering 
nearly 3000 volumes, and fast growing into a magnificent monument 
to its founder. The endowment fund of $5000, generously provided 
by Mrs. Jane C. Stormont, earns a sufficient amount each year to 
purchase the latest and best books relating to medical science and to 
keep the library up to the very highest standard. Its usefulness was 
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recently augmented by an amendment to the law, under which it is 
now possible for medical students to withdraw the books under regu- 
lations insuring their preservation and return. So far as the knowl- 
edge of the present librarian extends, only one book has been lost 
from the Stormont library during the twelve years of its existence. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES. 

Kansas is well to the front in what is conceded to be one of the 
greatest educational movements of the age — the circulation of travel- 
ing libraries. For this work the Kansas Traveling Libraries Com- 
mission was established in 1899, as an adjunct of the state library, 
and an appropriation of $1000 per annum was made for its mainte- 
nance. The work of the commission for the first two years of its ex- 
istence was so productive of good throughout the state in providing 
the public with the best class of reading- matter that the legislature 
was prompt and generous in extending its aid in continuing the sys- 
tem and making the books more accessible to all parts of the state. 
The appropriation made by the legislature of 1901 for the purposes 
of the commission was $4000 for each of the years 1901 and 1902, or 
four times the annual appropriation for 1899 and 1900. 

At the date the first biennial report was made there had been sent 
out to the various communities of the state 170 libraries, which num- 
ber included those sent out by the Woman's Federation of Clubs, and 
was the total number of libraries that had been in circulation since 
the traveling-library movement was inaugurated by the federation. 
This represents the work done during the three years that the travel- 
ing system was in operation — from 1897 to 1900. Within this same 
period, the total number of books accumulated in the traveling- library 
department was 5565, of which 3000 were donated by the Woman's 
Federation, and the rest acquired by purchase and personal contribu- 
tions. 

From July 1, 1900, to June 30, 1902, additional books to the num- 
ber of 3395 were purchased, making a total at this date of 8960. The 
accessions now average about 3000 volumes a year. The total of li- 
brary cases in which the books are shipped to and from the applicants 
now number 192, all of which are in constant service. The increased 
circulation is partly due to the use of the little libraries by the public 
schools of the state. The orders from this source are multiplying 
each year, and the same is true of the general demand from clubs and 
literary societies, and from sparsely settled communities where the 
facilities for reading are either limited or altogether lacking. . 

Concerning the benefit conferred by the extension of the reading 
privilege to such points, a writer in the Topeka Capital says : 

The iDdicatioDS are that the state traveling library is a very good thing. 
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It does n't cost a great deal, and appears to be of much benefit. It is entirely 
within the bounds of reason to say that the state traveling library does more 
good than one of Carnegie's costly institutions. Not many of Carnegie's libra- 
ries take books where they could not have been obtained before. They simply 
give a community which already had books an opportunity to get more. But 
the state library goes into hew fields with its facilities for giving enjoyment and 
broadening education. The little towns and the rural communities can take 
advantage of these books which **ride the circuit." One library was returned 
this week with a note to the effect that the fifty books were most helpful, and 
that '* many of the boys who have never read good books found profitable instruc- 
tion and wholesome entertainment in the well-chosen library furnished by the 
state commission." Another report said: "The books have been mostly read 
in a country neighborhood and the library has been of great benefit to the 
readers." In this day and age it is a rare thing to find a Kansas town of any size 
in which the people cannot easily secure all the reading- matter they wish ; but this 
is not so in the case of many little places and the country communities. The 
traveling library just fills the bill for them, and the reports indicate that it is 
doing a good deal toward encouraging the reading of really good books. 
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CITY, TOWNSHIP AND SCHOOL-DISTRICT 
LIBRAKIES. 

It is a pleasure to report a steady increase in the number of local 
libraries throughout the state, many of which have been established 
during the past two years. Much of the credit for this increase is 
due, no doubt, to the work of the State Library Association, the Kansas 
Traveling Libraries Commission, and the Woman's Federation of 
Clubs, all of which agencies have been active in encouraging small 
towns and neighborhoods to form organizations to promote the growth 
of libraries. The laws now in force in Kansas in relation to the estab- 
lishment of local libraries are given below : 

SCHOOL-DISTRICT LIBRARIES. 

Sec. 6252. [General Statutes of 1901.] That the several school districts of the 
state may at the annual meeting in each year vote a tax upon all the taxable 
property of the district, not to exceed two mills on the dollar, which tax shall be 
certified by the district clerk to the county clerk, at the same time and manner 
as other school-district taxes are certified ; and the county clerk shall place the 
same on the tax-roll of the county in a separate column, designating the purpose 
for which such tax was levied ; and said tax shall be collected and paid over to 
the treasurer of said district in all respects as other school- district taxes are col- 
lected and paid; provided, however, that in the districts where the taxable prop- 
erty of the districts is more than $20,000 and not more than $30,000, there shall 
not be levied more than one and a half mills on the dollar; and where the taxable 
property is more than $30,000 and not more than $50,000, there shall not be levied 
more than one mill on the dollar; and in all cases where the taxable property of 
the district shall exceed $50,000, there shall not be levied more than one-half mill 
on the dollar. The money so collected shall be used under the direction of the 
board of directors for the purchasing of a school-district library, and for no other 
purpose; and the district board, in the purchase of books, shall be confined to 
works of history, biography, science, and travels. The district clerk shall be the 
librarian, unless the board of directors shall appoint some other competent and 
suitable person, who shall reside in the district, to perform the duties of that 
office ; and the board shall have power to make such rules and regulations in re- 
gard to the management of such library as they shall deem best, and they shall 
revise and change said rules from time to time as the necessities of the case may 
require. 

TOWNSHIP LIBRARIES. 

Sec 7830. [General Statutes of 1901.] That upon the written petition of 
fifty taxpayers of any township having more than one thousand inhabitants as 
shown by the last preceding assessor's return to the board of county commis- 
sioners, said board shall cause to be submitted to the legal voters of such town- 
ship at the first annual election thereafter, or, if the petition so request, at a 
special election to be called for that purpose, the question of the establishment 
and maintenance of a free library and reading-room by such township; and if a 
.majority of the votes cast at such election shall be in favor of the establishment 
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aod maintenance of such library and reading-room, the township board of such 
township shall annually thereafter levy a tax of not to exceed three mills on the 
dollar on all the taxable property in such township, such tax to be collected as 
other township taxes, and to be known as the 'Mibrary fund." The township 
board of any township that shall have decided to establish and maintain a 
library and reading-room under this act shall have exclusive control of the ex- 
penditure of all money collected to the credit of the "library fund"; they shall 
have charge of the construction of any library building, and the supervision, 
care and custody of the premises used for that purpose. Said board shall have 
power to purchase or lease grounds; to occupy, lease or erect buildings for the 
use of said library ; to purchase such books, magazines and papers as they may 
deem advisable; to appoint a librarian and necessary assistants, and fix their 
salaries; and shall have power to remove appointees, and in general to carry 
out the spirit and intent of this act. Every library and reading-room established 
under this act shall be free to the inhabitants of the township wherein it is lo- 
cated, subject always to such reasonable rules and regulations as the township 
board may adopt. 

CITY LIBRARIES. 

Section 643, General Statutes of 1901, as amended by chapter 121, Laws of 
1903 : That upon the written petition of fifty taxpayers of any city, presented to 
the mayor and city council thereof, such mayor and city council shall cause to be 
submitted to the legal voters of such city, at the first city election thereafter, or, 
if the petition so requests, at a special election to be called for that purpose, the 
question of the establishment and maintenance of a free public library and 
reading-room by such city ; and if a majority of the votes cast at such election 
shall be in favor of the establishment and maintenance, or maintenance, of such 
library and reading-room, the mayor and city council shall annually thereafter 
levy a tax not to exceed two mills on the dollar in cities of the first and second 
class, and not to exceed two and one-half mills on the dollar in cities of the third 
class, on all taxable property in such city ; such tax to be levied and collected in 
a like manner with other taxes of said city, and to be known as the "library 
fund." 

Sec. 2. When any city shall have decided to establish and maintain a pub- 
lic library and reading-room under this act, the mayor of said city shall, with 
the approval of the city council, proceed to appoint a board of thirteen directors 
for the same, chosen from the residents of such city at large with reference to 
their fitness for such office. The mayor of said city shall be ex officio one of 
said board of directors, but no other person holding any official position under 
the city shall be appointed a director while holding such office. No director 
shall receive compensation. 

Sec. 3. Said directors shall hold office, three for one year, three for two years, 
three for three years, and three for four years, from the first of February follow- 
ing their appointment, and at their first regular meeting shall cast lots for the 
respective terms ; and annually thereafter the mayor shall, before the 1st day of 
February of each year, appoint as before three directors to take the place of the 
retiring directors, who shall hold office for four years and until their successors 
are appointed. The mayor may, by and with the consent of the city council, re- 
move any director for misconduct or neglect of duty. Vacancies in the board of 
directors occasioned by removals, resignation or otherwise, shall be reported to 
the mayor and city council, and be filled in like manner as original appointments. 

Sec. 4. Said directors shall, immediately after their appointment, meet and 
organize by the election of one of their number president, and the election of 
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such other officers as they may deem necessary. They shall make and adopt 
such by-laws, rules and regulations for their own guidance and for the govern- 
ment of the library and reading-room as may be expedient, not inconsistent with 
this act. They shall have charge of the construction of any library building, 
and the supervision, care and custody of the grounds, rooms or buildings con- 
structed, leased, or set apart for that purpose. Said board shall have power to 
purchase or lease grounds, to occupy, lease or erect an appropriate building or 
buildings for the use of said library, to purchase such books, magazines, papers, 
etc., as shall in their judgment be advisable, and shall have power to appoint a 
suitable librarian, and necessary assistants, and fix their compensation ; and shall 
also have power to remove such appointees, and in general carry out the spirit 
and intent of this act, in establishing and maintaining a public library and 
reading-room. They shall have the exclusive control of the expenditure of all 
moneys collected to the credit of the ** library fund,'* which fund shall be kept in 
the treasury of such city, to the credit of such fund, and shall be kept separate 
and apart from other funds, and drawn upon by the said board of directors or its 
proper officer. 

Sec. 5. Every library and reading-room established under this act shall be 
forever free to the use of the inhabitants of the city where located, always sub- 
ject to such reasonable rules and regulations as the library board may adopt, in 
order to render the use of said library and reading-room of the greatest benefit to 
the greatest number ; and said board may exclude from the use of said Ubrary 
and reading-room any and all persons who shall wilfully violate such rules; and 
said board may extend the privileges and use of such library and reading-room tc 
persons residing outside of such city in this state, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as said board may from time to time by its regulations prescribe. 

Sec. 6. The said board of directors shall, on or before the 15th of January of 
each year, make an annual report to the mayor and city council, stating the con- 
dition of their trust on the Slst day of December of the year next preceding, the 
various sums of money received from the ** library fund," and from other sources, 
and how much moneys have been expended, and for what purposes; the number 
of books and periodicals on hand ; the number added by purchase, gift or other- 
wise during the year; the number lost or missing; the number of visitors attend- 
ing ; the number of books loaned out, and the general character and kind of such 
books, with such other statistics, information and suggestions as they may deem 
of general interest. Such report shall be verified by affidavit of the president 
and secretary. 

Sec. 7. The mayor and city council of such city shall have power to pass or- 
dinances imposing suitable penalties for the punishment of persons committing 
injury to such library building, or the grounds, or other property thereof, and for 
injury to or failure to return any book belonging to such library. 

Sec. 8. Any person desiring to make donations of money, personal property 
or real estate for the benefit of such library, shall have the right to vest the title 
to the money or real estate so donated in the board of directors created under 
this act, to be held and controlled by such board, when accepted, according to 
the terms of the deed, gift, devise or bequest of such property ; and as to such 
property, the said board shall be held and considered to be special trustee. 

Sec. 9. That whenever any library association organized under any law of 
this state, and owning any real or personal property in this state, shall desire to 
sell, lease, donate or transfer either said real estate or personal property, or both, 
absolutely or with conditions, to the board of directors of any free public library 
organized under this act, such donation and transfer may be made in the manner 
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foUowiog, to wit: The directors of such association shall secure the written con- 
sent of the owners of more than two-thirds of the capital stock of such associa- 
tion, providing capital stock has been subscribed or issued therein, or the written 
consent of the owners of more than two- thirds in value of the property of said 
association, providing no stock has ever been subscribed or issued; and upon 
such consent the president and secretary of said association shall be and are 
hereby authorized and empowered to execute any and all necessary deeds, leases, 
bills of sale or other instruments in writing, to carry out the object and intent of 
the stockholders or associates, which, when duly executed, shall be sufficient to 
pass to the board of directors of such free public library the legal and equitable 
title of said association in and to the real estate, or personal property, or both, in 
said instrument described and set forth, subject to the conditions therein named. 
In case of the donation by any library association of its real estate, or personal 
property, or both, to the directors of any free public library created under this 
act, it shall be stipulated as one of the conditions of such donation and transfer, 
that in the event of said free public library not being maintained and operated 
for the benefit of the public for a period of three consecutive months, then and 
in that case all of the real estate, or personal property, or both, which was 
donated to the directors of said free public library, as well as all personal prop- 
erty, improvements or real estate which may have been added to or acquired dur- 
ing the control of said library by the directors created under this act, shall revert 
to and become the property of the association from whom such donation or trans- 
fer was originally made: Provided^ That in case real estate has been purchased 
by the said city, and in case buildings have been erected during its control of 
said library, and in the event of the reversion to the association as above pro- 
vided, and the failure to maintain and operate a free public library by said asso- 
ciation in said building or buildings for a period of six consecutive months, the 
mayor and city council shall have the right to enforce a reconveyance to the said 
city of such real estate and buildings by said association ; or in the event of the 
reversion to the association as above provided, and in case said association desires 
to cease operating a free public library, and desires to dispose of its property be- 
fore a six-months failure as above provided, then said mayor and city council 
shall have the right to demand and receive from said association, by its proper 
officers, a conveyance to said city of such real estate and buildings as have been 
heretofore purchased or erected by said city. In case of the transfer by lease of 
all the property of the association, or in case of the transfer by donation of only 
the personal property of any association, then six members of the board of direct- 
ors of the free public library provided for in this act, to which such property 
may be leased or donated, shall be appointed from names selected by the said 
library association, and submitted to the mayor and council. 

Sec. 10. In case of the transfer to the board of directors of any free public 
library created under this act, of the property of any library association created 
under the laws of this state, and in connection with which association it is pro- 
vided by any law that certain public officers shall be ex officio directors in said 
library association, then such public officers shall continue to be ex officio direct- 
ors of the free public library to which the property of the association has been 
transferred, and shall be in addition to the thirteen directors heretofore provided 
for said free public library.
